He will arrive 
at the seen# of his labors within s day 
or no, and will stay by the undertaking 
until it has been completed, afterwards 
embarking aa chief engineer for the voy¬ 
age around the Horn. Tbe sailing date 
has not ct course been fixed aa yet, but 
will probably be in about eight or ten 
weeks’ time. Capt. Cooper, who la now 
in England, ond who brought th* Prin¬ 
cess May out to this coast, will, ft is 
thought, be the man appointed to bring 
the ship to Victoria. She will then be 
in an unfinished state, barely sufficient 
work being done to leave her in a 
condition for so long n passage through 
the two otoans. * 

The description of the new steamer, 
as provided by the Times correspondent, 
is as follows: 

“The Princess Victoria is being built 
by C. 8. Swan A Hunter, Ltd., New¬ 
er stie-on-Tyne, and ig ? steel twin 
rcrew steamer of the following leading 
dimensions: Length, between perpendicu¬ 
lars, 300 feet; beam extreme 40 feet 6 
Inches? and depth moulded, IS feet 6 
inches. She is provided with water¬ 
tight bulkheads and water-flght -fists, as 
well as a double, so that she .will 
be ‘practically uunlnkable. 8be has 
begp designed for mail and pas¬ 
senger aerviee between Vancou¬ 
ver and Victoria, and will accommo¬ 
date a large number of passengers, all 
above the main deck. On the main 
deck aft is a large deck house con¬ 
taining the dining saloon, with seating 
accommodation for 90t saloon passen¬ 
gers, and also the galley-and pantry. 
From the after end of the engine can¬ 
ing to the stem the plating is carried 
up to the hurricane deck, and in’ this 
space at the after end are the rooms for 
the engineers, petty officers, etc., whilst 
forward thu space^la reserved for gee- 
t.wl ciaus passengers. On the hurricane 
deck Is placed a large house, almost the 
whole width of the vessel, and 240 feet 
in length, at the sides of which are the 
state rooms for the first class passen¬ 
gers, the space bdlweea these cabins 
being fitted up as an extensive sitting 
room, access being obtained to the din¬ 
ing saloon below by a commodiopg stair- 
css© aft of the engine room. At the 
forward end of this house a good space 
is reserved for the second class entrance 
and smoke room. 

“At the forward part of this boose is 
the main staircase for first class passen¬ 
gers to givd access to the deck above, 
this deck having a large opening which 
gives this portion of the sitting room a 
very lofty and handsome appearance. 
Only sufficient deck remains to make 
a gallery for access to the state rooms 
around. The bouse on this deck extends 
for a length of 170 feet, and it arranged 
on tbe same principle as the houae below 
it, with atate rooms -at the aide*. At 
the after ent there 1* a comfortable 
smoking room, whilst the'space nt the 
forward end is fitted aa an observation 
room with Urge square windows. 

i *Tho vessel will have * handsome 
appearance, and will be rigged with two 
pole masts, and will have three funneU. 

“Tho machinery U being constructed 


of even doing better than this. Running 
at 18 knots an honr, however, will be a 
big improvement on the Speed of the 
Charmer. While it takes that vcsael 
over fiv* hours to make the trip between 
this city and Vancouver, it Ms believed 
Ihnt the Princess Victoria will be able 
to reduce the time So four. The benefits 
accruing are of course obvious. It menus 
to the citisens of Victoria that an all¬ 
day schedule ran. If the management of 
the G. P. N. Company desires, be pro¬ 
vided between tho two places with as 
much tinse for the visitor in the Term¬ 
inal City he spends under tbe pres¬ 
ent comparatively alow order of things. 
It will also mean that the expense con¬ 
nected with the trip will be correspond¬ 
ingly decreased, there being in the event 
of an all-day service no berth to obtain,, 
end bnt one or two meals to pay for if 
the pasrengers wish to return on the 
same day. j 

But it w’ill be well on hi the new year 
before tbe ship is in a shape for the 
rnu, for after arrival here work has to 
lie done on her that will Involve a 
l#rge expenditure. All possible of the 
egrpentry will be carried, out In either 
this city or Wanoonver. Besides, all the 
frirDiatyhif will t*’done by BrWsh Co- 
Uimbih upholsterers, so that altogether 
the undertaking hero ?xecuie;TwU4 m*nn 
several months* employment lor a fcig 
force of mechanics.

Detroit, Mich., Nov. 22.—Francis A. 
Burrows, aged 21, of Montreal, shot 
himself in the right temple while walk¬ 
ing on Woodward avenue about mid¬ 
night last night. He U dying at Harper 


Scranton, Pa., Nov. 21.—The mine 
workers, through their representative, 
have agreed with the mine owner* to 
attempt to adjust the differences exist¬ 
ing between them, outside the anthra¬ 
cite coal strike commission. The propo¬ 
sition was made on a compromise basis, 
and negotiations, it is expected, will be 
at once entered upon with a reaeonabU 
hope of settlement without the aid of 
the arbitrators. 

The rough proposition to form the basis 
of negotiations is a ten per cent, increase 
in /wages, a nine-hour day, and trade 
agreements between the miners and the 
company by whom they are employed. 
The only one of the four demands not 
touched upon is that of weighing coal by 
the legal ton. 

While both sides have expressed a will¬ 
ingness to settle their difficulties among 
themselves, it is not to be construed 
that it carries with it the acceptance of 
the terms -proposed. They are mentioned 
only as a basis, it is understood, from 
■which a settlement is to be affected. It 
ij possible that the foundation already 
laid can be wrecked by either party 
holding out too strongly against soms 
question, thus leaving the whole muttel 
in tho hands of the commissioners who, 
in the meantime, wil act as a sort of 
board of conciliation, rather than as a 
board of arbitration. 

Few- persons w'ere aware that an at¬ 
tempt would be madu at au outside set¬ 
tlement until it was practically so Inti¬ 
mated by Judgo Gruy, chairman of the 
commission, who read a carefully pre¬ 
pared announcement from the "bench.” I 
Th© move, one of the most important in 
the whole history of the coal strike, 
created n mild sensation when it became 
known. Th e surprise was all the greater 
when it W'ould be remembered.that num¬ 
erous persons from the President of the 
United States down, and many organisa¬ 
tions from the National Civic Federa¬ 
tion to tbe small boards of trade of the 
mining towns, failed to bring the two 
parties together. It is said it was all 
brought about by both parties seeing 
thft proceedings before the commission 
would be interminable. It cannot be of¬ 
ficially stated which party made the pro¬ 
position first. The attorneys ffor both 
sides are averse to talking, but thoae 
W’ho were inclined to say something, 
differ in their statements. An attorney 
for one of tbe railways said it came 
from the miners’ side, while one lawyer 
for the miners said it came from the 
operators. Another representative of 
the miners said it was a "spontaneous 
proposition.

The secretary rend the report signed 
by Capt. Cox, which was giien in the 
proceed*ng» of the city council on 
Thursday, and which outlined the work 
done upou the harbor improvements dur¬ 
ing the year. 

Thomas Eurle, M. P., asked what part 
of the $10,000 voted for harbor improve¬ 
ments had been expended in the har¬ 
bor of Victoria, independent of tliut done 
in connection with the filling iu of tbe 
mud flats. 

Capt. Cox replied that njMirt from the 
work of the King Edward in James Bay, 
he thought nothing had been expended 
except that now bciug done by the Mud¬ 
lark in tlie upper harbor. 

The question orote whether the 
cmount expended in connection with the 
fi’liug of the mud Hats was to be taken 
out of that set opart for Victoria harbor 
improvements. 

C. H. Lugrin thought that that ex¬ 
pended on the mud fiats could hardly 
have been taken from anywhere else 
than from that appropriated by the Do¬ 
minion government for Victoria harbor. 

Mr. Earle said ho understood that the 
sera of $10,000 was appropriated for the 
general improvement of the harbor. He 
did not expect that part of that ’sum 
would be expended in filling the mud 
flats.

GBNERAL’S JU3PORT. 


Ctie Bailie Tftmes, 


Many Conservative newspapers frankly 
admit their satisfaction with the admin¬ 
istration of the Post Office Department 
by Sir William Mulock. They concede 
that that important department is in¬ 
deed conducted by a business man, and 
that tlie record since 1896 ia one of 
which any Canadian may justifiably feel 
proud. But there are newspapers of the 
baser sort which refuse to admit that 
any good thing can result from any work 
w’ith which the Liberal party has to do. 
They claim that the production of a 
surplus is a very simple thing, but a 
very bad thing for the sendee made to 
produce it. It seems clear enough that 
the mail service within and without the 
bouuds of Canada is very much superior 
to that which was provided by any pre¬ 
vious government, and it can hardly be 
denied that it is very much cheaper to 
the public. The details of the adminis¬ 
tration of the department are somewhat 
dry reading, but it is sometimes neces¬ 
sary to go into details in order to prove 
a case. We find that the net revenue 
for the year which has just .closed was 
$3,888,126, and the expenditure $3,883,- 
Oltf, giving a surplus, aB already stated, 
of ,$5,100. These figures do not include 
the revenue and expenditure of the Yu¬ 
kon and Atlin districts. In 1901 the 
revenue amounted to $3,421,192, and the 
expenditure to $3,837,376. Comparing 
last year with the previous twelve 
months, the net revenue increased by 
$466,9.*13, and the expenditure by $45,- 
640. On Jane 30th last there were in 
operation 9.908 post offices, an increase 
of 124 equips red with the year previous. 
The mail matter posted during the twelve 
months included 213,028,000 letters, 26,- 
343,000 registered letters and 7,411.000 
free letters. The increase iu the num¬ 
ber of letters was 21,978.00^ Com¬ 
pared in value with the issue of the 
preceding year, the output of stamps 
represents a growth of nearly 6 per cent, 
the value of the output for 1900-O1 hav¬ 
ing been $4,401,138, and that of 
1901-02 $4,602,354, a difference of $201,- 
215. The number of pieces issued was 
2f8»478.160, which, compared with the 
previous fiscal year, indicates an iit 
crease of 18,857,110, or 7 7-10 per cent. 
During the year ended June 30th, 1901, 
the number of paid postal notes was 
877,599, and their aggregate value $lv* 
459,015. For the year ended June 30th, 
1902, the number of paid notes was 
1,012,091, and the aggregate value 
$1,702,469, being an increase of 134,- 
492 in the number of transactions, and 
of $243,454 in the amount of money 
transmitted. During the year 1,446,129 
money orders, of an aggregate value of 
$23,549,402, were issued, a gain of 
1,446,129 in aumber and $5,593,144 io 
amount. This is the greatest incress* 
in both respects that has ever been 
known in the department. Of the orders 
issued during the year 1,032,417 were 
payable within the Dominion, and 418,- 
712 payable abroad. Compared with the 
previous year there was an Increase of 
195,417, with an aggregate value of 
$4,098,745 in the former class, and an 
increase of 99,088, with an aggregate 
value of $1,494,308 In the latter class. 
The money order transactions with the 
United States shew a very substantial 
increase over those of the previous year. 
The number of orders Issued abroad aud 
payable in Canada was 250,205, with an 
aggregate value of $3,575,803, being an 
increase of 77,703 in numbef and $982,- 
957 in amount. Tlie amount of deposits 
in the Post Office Savings Bank was 
$11,382,035, an increase of $290,936. The 
withdrawals totalled $10,017,000, or 
$842,375 more than iu the preceding 
year. Tlie balance standing to the credit 
of depositors aggregated $42,320,209, a 
go in of $2,360,397* 

All the departments of the Dominion 
government, it will be gathered from 
the reports issued from year to fear, re¬ 
ceive the strict supervision which has 
proved so effective In tlie case of that 
over which Sir William Mulock presides. 
The government of Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
is a business oue, and every year that 
passes increases the confidence with 
which the great body of the business 
men of Canada regard it.

I Canadian commercial traditions in 
favor of having men of mature years 
at the heads of large business institu¬ 
tions are being violated these days in 
Toronto with singular regularity. In 
fact the young man has suddenly become 
very much a factor as the chief execu¬ 
tive of"firms which a few years ago in¬ 
sisted on having old men at the helm. 
In truth it seems that the settled policy 
of generations is being disturbed perman¬ 
ently. Toronto capitalists and manufac¬ 
turers assert that at no time in the his- 
tory of this country were yonng men be- j 
ing forced to the front so rapidly as I 
now. ThU applies to all branches of | 
business. Where a few years ago it was | 
ths rule to see the great banks, com¬ 
mercial houses, mercantile establish-1 
mints and manufacturing industries in 
the hands of men of fifty, now young 
men of thirty and ei en younger, are in 
command of many of these great indns- 
ti Lai combinations. 

_'New Poll*/ Pursued. 

In fact the singular aspect U present¬ 
ed of manufacturers giving unusual in¬ 
ducements to young men of energy aud 
training to seek that line of business. 
The Toronto University has recognis'd 
this change of sentiment to such an ex¬ 
tent that s commercial course suited to 
the exigencies of the occasion has been 
established, of two years duration, that 
ns many as possible may avail them¬ 
selves of this opportunity to secure traln- 
Ing/that will enable them to discharge 
obligations of a managerical character. 
Recognising this proposition as an ex¬ 
cellent thing, different heavy man of a c- 
tcrera of Toronto have established an¬ 
neal *ch ) hint hips for the commercial 
coarse, and are personally urging yonng 
tmn to take the training. 

Bubject Much Discussed.

Ia tha sonny largo 
establish meats these gentlemen have 
any interest to. young blood seems to 


be forging to the front more rapidly 
than among banka aud bmduess houses 
controlled by other ritiaons. 

Tracing the Changed Sentiment. 

Very cordial relations exist between 
the Canadian Manufacturers’ Associa¬ 
tion and the university. The Toronto 
University chemical department lias 
hho become the seat of operations of 
the Manufacturers’ Association. Prof. 
Lang has charge of this work. As a 
result of this community of interest that 
bn* developed the university establish¬ 
ed the course in commerce. It was 
designed to be short that many could 
take advantage of it. Mr. 'FlaveUe has 
given an annual scholarship of $750 to 1 
ttiis course. Mr. P. W. Ellis, late pre¬ 
sident of the Manufacturers' Associa¬ 
tion, has donated for annual presenta¬ 
tion one gold, one silver and one bronae 
medal to the political science and com¬ 
mercial courses. In this line It is worth 
mentioning that both the association and 
the government are substantially sup¬ 
porting the university along the linen of 
higher practical business ad Boat Ion. 

One Example. 

Dr. S. Morley Wlckett is a good ex¬ 
ample of the young man in Toronto’s 
business life and opportunity offered 
jcung moo for advancement to positions 
of responsibility. He whs graduated in 
the class of *94 at the Toronto Univer¬ 
sity, and was in the ^Tukon this summer 
rs th* special representative of the 
Manufacturer*’ Association to report on 
trade conditions. He continues to lec¬ 
ture at the university on political econ¬ 
omy. n«; is actively connected with the 
Canadian Manufacturers’ Association. 
Dr. V. Ickett thinks a finished education 
a big advantage to yonng men in busi¬ 
ness. "Tuere is no doubt'that men are 
better in business for haring trained 
minds.” he observed. Self-made men 
rT * often poorly made. However, all a 
university training can do for men la to 
make good men a Httle better and poor 
men somewhat leas had. Education is 
only an aid. I believe there ia a greater 
demand for well-trained yonng men In 
Canada’s business life to-day than at 
any time in the country’s history. Manu¬ 
facturers realise this.” 

E. D. Fraser's Signal Success. 

One of the beat known young men in 
Toronto's business life occupying a high 
position is B. D. Fraser, who is a sec¬ 
ond partner ia Mr. Ames’s financial 
house. His sterling worth has been re¬ 


cognized to such an extent that he is en¬ 
trusted with many of the moat important 
financial deals in the affairs of the Mg 
firm. 

R. J, Vaunge, secretary of the Cairn- 
dlan Manufacturers' Association, to 
but 20 years old, and is being recognised 
a* a leading young man in buoincan 
circles. He is atill pursuing his univer¬ 
sity studies, though for seven years be¬ 
fore entering college he was in the,mer¬ 
cantile business at Glencoe. “I tu mo 
much impressed with the necessity of an 
education in business that I am strain¬ 
ing every nerve to acquire that train¬ 
ing,” he paid. 

Collet Training Begets Confidence. 

Stewart, assistant secretary 
of the Canadian Manufacturers* Asso¬ 
ciation at*d secretary of the Toronto 
branch of the association, ’ is 23 yearn 
old. He ‘has held bis present position 
a year. He left the university in 1900. 
Previously to entering college, he was 
in the mercantile business at Harrison.

But still it compares fav- 
c.iably with other const towns' of its class 1 
elsewhere. Its saloons, which numl>er 
fifty-two, arc- open from 7 a. m. to 10 
p. m. on weekdays, but are closed tight 
“after hours” nnd on Sundays. It is 
practically impossible to obtain n drink 
ia the city during these periods. Police 
collusion with the saloonkeepers is un- 
krowi. here. When 10 o’clock strikes 
every saloon closes, and if men are seen 
leaving one five minutes Inter the owner 
Is summoned before the magistrate and 
heavily fined. A second offence involves 
Imprisonment for six months, a third en¬ 
tails the cancelling of the license. No 
“publican,” as the owner iq termed* ever 
yet rail this risk. Oue indictment ia 
usually enough to instill the requisite 
caution against a further offence. 

Widows and Barmaids. 

A peculiar fact about the “public 
Louses” here is that most of them are 
conducted by widows who, having no 
other means of support, have taken to 
this calling to secure a livelihood. An¬ 
other institution here is the barmaid— 
as In England. St. John’s is the only 
place :n America where she flourishes.

•dence Is gradually and surely teaching 
mankind now to- overcome. The credit 
of the discovery in this instance is large¬ 
ly due to Dr. George A. Charlton, who 
has jnst been appointed Rockefeller Fel¬ 
low of Pathology in the faculty of Mc¬ 
Gill University. Dr. Charlton haB de¬ 
voted special attention to this subject 
for the past two years apd in that time 
boa fairly well tested the valne of the 
wnpm which he has employed. His con¬ 
tusion is that “it does not cure scarlet 
fever, bat its timely administration in 
the severe cases tends to allay unfavor¬ 
able symptoms, overcomes complications, 
atnd, given at an early stage of the dis¬ 
ease, it prevents a fatal termination.” 

State inent of Resnlta. 

Dr. Charlton recently drew up a state¬ 
ment of the results which he has obtain¬ 
ed and embodied them iu a paper which 
wraz read before the Montreal Medico- 
Gbirurgicnl Society. This paper is not 
crly a valuable contribution to medical , 
ocienc v but. it is. also of considerable 
popular interest on account of the great 
importance of the subject with which it 
deals and the luminous treatment which 
It has received from the author. The 
paper has been published iu the October 
number of the Montreal Medical Journal 
and portions of it are here reproduced. 

He begins by pointing out that the 
ondnent Dr. Pnnl Moser, of Vienna, has 
obtained results similar to his own, al¬ 
though the two investigations were quite 
Independent. This fact he justly regards 
aa strongly tending to confirm the con¬ 
clusions reached.
